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Nine years for Bridport drug dealer 

ROBERTS CLAIMED MDMA TABLETS WERE FOR PERSONAL USE - AND HE TOOK 200+ EVERY WEEKEND 


A BRIDPORT drug dealer who bought and 
sold drugs over the ‘dark web’ has been 
jailed for nine years. 

Aaron Roberts, 24, pleaded guilty at 
Bournemouth Crown Court on Thursday, Septem¬ 
ber 15th to a number of drug-related offences, in¬ 
cluding importing Class A and B drugs, production 
of Class A drugs and possession with intent to sup¬ 
ply Class A and B drugs. He was sentenced at the 
same court on Friday, September 30th. 

The court was told that Roberts advertised the 
drugs for sale on the dark web using the web site 
Silk Road. 

His activities were discovered on January 15th 
2015 when the UK Visas and Immigration inter- 
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cepted an envelope addressed to Roberts of a DVD 
case containing 101 ecstasy tablets. 

On March 30th 2015, a search warrant was exe¬ 


cuted at Roberts’ home address. A search of his 
room uncovered around 470 grams of MDMA, 19 
grams of cocaine and over 1,200 N-Bomb tabs 
(powerful hallucinogens, similar to LSD). 

A large quantity of cash and equipment used in 
the production of drugs were also located. 

His computer equipment and mobile phones 


were seized and officers found evidence of him 
buying and selling drugs online. 

During a police interview, Roberts claimed that 
the drugs were for his own use and that he took be¬ 
tween 200 and 300 MDMA tablets each weekend. 

Following the police interview he was bailed. 
When he returned from police bail, officers exe¬ 
cuted a second warrant at his address and discov¬ 
ered that Roberts had continued to order drugs off 
the internet and a further package containing 
cannabis was seized.

• FOR those who don't know, what is SUP? 

SUP stands for'stand up paddle'; it's a relatively 
new sport, with origins in Hawaii. Stand up pad- 
dleboards are like oversized surfboards, propelled 
through the water using a paddle. There are lots 
of different offshoots of SUP from wave riding and 
racing, to white water SUP and even yoga! 


• WHAT encouraged you to start the Lyme 
Regis SUP Club? 

Before I moved to Wayford, I lived near Dorchester 
and I paddled regularly with a club in Weymouth 
called the Jurassic SUP Club; they are a really nice 
bunch, and joining a club is a great way of meet¬ 
ing people and enjoying being active, it's also 
great exercise. When I moved here I noticed Lyme 
didn't have a club, so I thought it would be a good 
opportunity to set one up, and meet some other 
paddlers. We now have over 100 active members!

• WHAT do you enjoy about the sport? 

There is so much I love about the sport. There is a 
real emphasis on the social aspect, and the SUP 
community are very welcoming, there isn't the 
snobbery and hostility found in some areas of the 


• YOU also make your own surf boards - tell 
us a little about what you can offer... 

I have always loved making things. My father is a 
woodcarver, and I was lucky to have my passion 
for creating things nurtured growing up. I went 
to a school called Brymore; the school has some 
of the finest workshops of any school, I got the 
opportunity to work with a range of materials, 
under some really great teachers. 

I love to make boards, more than anything else, 
in fact everything else I do is so that I can con¬ 
tinue to make wave riding boards. Custom orders 
for SUP or surfboards start with a conversation 
about what the customer wants, and where, and 
in what conditions the craft will be used, then we 
talk about composites and materials used in the 
manufacture of the board and how the rider 
wants the board to perform. Finally we can add 
colours, designs and different finishes to the 
board. 

I love to play with different and new materials, 
and constantly improve and push my skills and 
knowledge, so if you have an idea for a custom 
board, please get in touch! 


• CAN anyone join, or do you need experi¬ 
ence? 

The club is open to anyone. We recommend hav¬ 
ing a taster lesson before joining the group pad¬ 
dles, as due to the group nature of the session, it's 
difficult to give tuition. I offer taster sessions for 
£25, including all the equipment. If you have your 
own gear, it's free to paddle with the group, if you 
would like to hire equipment, I hire everything 
you need for the session for £12. 



• DO you take part in any other water sports? 

I grew up swimming in a huge concrete tidal pool 
on Minehead Beach, and sailing with the Sea 
Scouts. I think if you grow up in the South West, 
you have to have some kind of connection with 
the ocean, it's all around us! I have had a go at just 
about every water sport there is, and as well as 
SUP and surf, I am qualified in sailing, canoe, div¬ 
ing, power boating and I'm a qualified lifeguard! 


• TELL us a little about your SUP Safaris... 

The idea behind my safaris was to marry two 
things I love - nature and SUP! Being on a paddle 
board is a great way to get up close to nature, in 
a non-intrusive and low impact way; it gives you 
a fresh perspective on the coastline and the stun¬ 
ning beauty of the Jurassic Coast. I take groups 
out for two hours, along a range of planned 
itineraries I have curated because of their ecolog¬

I have been lucky enough to travel all over the 
world, and there is nowhere I have found that I 
would rather be, this is my home. This answer 
might be different if you ask me in the middle of 
a UK winter!

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Plans to tarmac West Bay car park unpopular 


RESIDENTS have branded plans to tarmac car 
parks in West Bay as “completely inappropriate”. 

West Dorset District Council are proposing to 
spend £400,000 to carry out major improvements 
to a number of its car parks, with £190,000 being 
allocated to three West Bay car parks. 

These include the Bridport Arms car park, West 
Bay Road car park and Station Road car park, 
which currently have gravel surfaces. 

The report was discussed at Bridport Town 
Council’s planning committee meeting last week. 

Town clerk Bob Gillis said: “They haven’t given 
any details of what they are planning to do but it 
[the report] made the point that the car parks are 
in a poor state and they need to be repaired to im¬ 
prove safety, but also to mark out spaces properly. 

“It did say in their report that the Bridport Arms 
and Station Road car parks need a tarmac surface. 

“There is a lot of concern, particularly about the 
Bridport Arms one, feeling that it doesn’t need to 
be tarmaced.”

Residents expressed their concern at the meeting, 
blasting the plans as ‘inappropriate’. 

Resident Jim Tigg said: “There is an argument 
for tarmacing Bridport Arms car park, one of the 
arguments is that the natural surface that is there 
at the moment is unsafe and another argument is 
that more cars can be parked, thus creating more 
income. 

“Well, it is not unsafe, it has been there for many 
years and even if more cars can be accommodated 
- half a dozen perhaps - this will only benefit to 
the income during periods of peak demands, say 
about eight weeks a year. I think a tarmac car park 
will be ugly and soulless.” 

Resident Sylvia Stafford agreed and branded the 
plans as “completely inappropriate”, adding that

“West Bay as we know it would be no more and 
there would be serious detriment”. 

However, John West, chairman of West Bay 
Community Forum, showed support for the plans 
to improve the car parks. 

He said: “The community forum supports, and 
has done for some time, the improvements of the 
surfaces of each of those car parks. 

“The car parks are a vital bit of our infrastruc¬ 
ture; they need to meet the needs of both tourists 
and residents. 

“We do have reservations however, about the 
proposed changes to the Bridport Arms car park. 
Correspondence, which residents have had here 
with the car parking manager at West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council, suggests that his plan is to lay black 
tarmac on the Bridport Arms car park. 

“As it is in the heart of the West Bay conserva¬ 
tion area, we believe that it should be surfaced in 
a colour and material which is sympathetic to its 
surrounding buildings.” 

Cllr Dave Rickard suggested that the district 
council thought “there is a lot of people complain¬ 
ing about West Bay, we will throw some money at 
it”. 

Cllr John Russell, West Dorset District Council 
executive portfolio holder for environmental pro¬ 
tection and assets, said: “As agreed at the district 
council’s executive committee in August, funds 
have been made available from our reserves for 
the maintenance of West Dorset car parks. 

“Investment in our car parks is vital for the com¬ 
mercial viability of the various market towns and 


seaside resorts across West Dorset. 

“To provide quality, well maintained and safe car 
parks requires a continuous rolling programme of 
planned works.” 


Dark web drug dealer sentenced

Detective Constable Tom Hall, of Weymouth 
CID, said: “I hope this sentence will send a strong 
message that drug dealing will not be tolerated in 
Dorset. 

“This kind of organised crime is far from victim¬ 
less. It has a huge impact on the community at 
varying levels from the acquisitive low-level crime 
fuelled by drug addiction, to the pain experienced 
by those having lost a loved one due to drugs. 

“Roberts was found to be in possession of a va¬ 
riety of drugs including cocaine, ecstasy and N- 
Bombs. It is widely known that drugs like these 
are responsible for numerous deaths. 

“Dorset Police, in partnership with the National 
Crime Agency and UK Visas and Immigration, 
will continue to robustly pursue and bring to jus¬ 
tice those offenders that contribute nothing to our 
communities and instead seek to profit by putting 
others at risk of harm.” 

Officers in Bridport are continuing to crackdown 
on drug use and dealing in the area and carried out 
two searches in the town last week. 

During the morning of Friday, September 30th, 
Bridport Police officers executed two search war¬ 


rants within the property of West Rivers House, 
Bridport. 

Two addresses located inside were believed to be 
linked to the misuse of controlled drugs. The sub¬ 
sequent search resulted in the discovery of sus¬ 
pected stolen property and indications that 
controlled drugs had been misused inside. 

A spokesperson for Bridport Police said: “This 
latest intervention is part of Bridport Police’s on¬ 
going operation to target people who we suspect 
are involved in the sup¬ 


ply of illegal drugs, and 
to tackle the users who 
bring the associated vi¬ 
olence, crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour to our 
town.”

Plumbase to close 


A BUSINESS offering heating and 
plumbing services and supplies is 
closing down its Bridport branch at 
the end of the year.

Andy Williams, Plumbase manag¬ 
ing director, said:"lt has been a chal¬ 
lenging 12 months with difficult 
trading conditions further compli¬ 


cated by the recent Brexit vote. 

"A relatively small proportion of 
our branches are affected and we 
remain committed to strengthen¬ 
ing our business and the delivery of 
our long term strategy focused 
upon the sustainable growth in 
profitability." 

Plumbase is the fourth largest 
plumbing and heating merchant in 
the UK with 198 branches nation¬ 
wide and it currently employs 
around 1,100 staff.

Dorchester maternity services to 
be downgraded before consultation 


PLANS for maternity services 
and the Special Care Baby Unit 
(SCBU) at Dorset County Hospi¬ 
tal (DCH) to be downgraded are 
going ahead without public con¬ 
sultation. 

Three maternity rooms are 
being transformed into a midwife 
led unit, and babies born under 
32 weeks and those that are 
sick will be sent to Poole Hospi¬ 
tal. 

The plans will take effect 
within a matter weeks. 

By the time the public consul¬ 
tation on whether to make 
Bournemouth Hospital the main 
centre for maternity and paedi¬ 
atric care in Dorset takes place, 
DCH will have already trans¬ 
ferred much of this care to Poole 
Hospital. 

The unit will be reclassified so 
it takes babies born after 32 
weeks, rather than 27 weeks as it 
is at present. 

Claudia Sorin, from the cam¬ 
paign group Save SCBU, King¬ 
fisher and Maternity at DCH, 
said: “We are shocked that the 
downgrade of maternity and 
SCBU is going ahead without 
proper consultation. 

“We have been campaigning for 
these services to remain at DCH 
because poor transport links to 
Poole and Bournemouth and a 
struggling ambulance service 
mean patients will be put at risk.” 

Dorchester mum Naomi Patter¬ 
son also expressed concern. She 
said: “With sick and very small 
babies, bonding is crucial and 
this is going to be more difficult 
for families if they have to travel 
very long distances. 

“Travel times and distance are 
a major factor when considering 
where to have maternity and pae¬ 
diatric services but Dorset CCG 
does not appear to have taken this 
into account when making these 
plans. Patients will suffer because 
of this.” 

Bridport councillor Ros Kayes 
said: “I am shocked. This is a 


major change and as such needs 
to be consulted on and to go be¬ 
fore the Dorset Health Scrutiny 
Committee before changes are 
made. 

“It is not right to make changes 
without following due process. It 
is underhand and suggests that 
the CCG have no respect for that 
process.” 

In a statement issued by the 
Dorset CCG, the organisation 
said: “Whilst we recognise that 
the structure and internal working 
of the NHS is complex, we feel it 
is important that people under¬ 
stand these changes and recog¬ 
nise that some changes are being 
made outside of the Clinical Ser¬ 
vices Review. 

“This is so that services can be 
improved quickly in order to 
offer benefits for local mums-to- 
be and their children at the earli¬ 
est opportunity. 

“The re-designation of the local 
neonatal service to a Special Care 
Baby Unit lies outside of the 
Clinical Services Review.

“As has been made clear, no de¬ 
cisions on the recommendations 
and proposals that form part of 
the clinical services review will 
be made until we have undergone 
a full public consultation. 

“This is still the case and we 
hope to be able to announce a 
start date shortly.”

“This would be devastating to Bridport - we already 
have suffered from many ill thought out planning de¬ 
cisions in the recent past. 

“We have several unresolved examples of a similar 
nature in West Bay. I am afraid that things are going 
to get much worse in the future.” 

However, Cllr Keith Day previously argued that it 
would be costly and unnecessary to change, stating 
that Domino’s had improved the building. 

He said: “Although I would not encourage any or¬ 
ganisation or individual to ignore planning decisions, 
I am pleased that common sense prevailed in this 
case.” 


Man banned from begging outside Waitrose 


A DORCHESTER man has 
been banned from begging 
in the alleyway next to Wait- 
rose in Bridport. 

Justin Gerrard, who was 
previously handed a Crimi¬ 
nal Behaviour Order (CBO) 
for begging and theft in 
Dorchester last year, was in 
Weymouth Magistrates' 
Court on Thursday, Septem¬ 
ber 29th to have the order 
amended in an application 
by PC Scott McGregor of 
Bridport Neighbourhood 
Policing Team. 

The order now prohibits 
Gerrard from begging and 


entering Waitrose in Brid¬ 
port, the alleyway and the 
land immediately adjacent 
around it, to prevent him 
causing further acts of anti¬ 
social behaviour in the 
town. 

PC Scott McGregor said: 
"Don't perpetuate the prob¬ 
lem of begging. 

"If you wish to help and 
support people who are in 
need of shelter and food, I 
would recommend that you 
donate to dedicated local 
and national charities who 
offer support for those in 
genuine need."

IT HAS been a successful September 
for local artist Nicola Dennis, as fol¬ 
lowing on from gaining an award at the 
Bridport Art Society annual exhibition, 
she has also announced the publication 
of her second book, The Magic Mak¬ 
ers.

Mr Eames began teaching English at 
Woodroffe School in Lyme Regis in 
1972, where Nicola was a student at 
the time. 

He said: “I have always been guided 
by my knowledge of the stages of child 
language development but I have 
never been inhibited by it. This is 
partly because creativity has its own 
life and partly because it is important 
not to lock children into linguistic 
cells. 

“It is vital to find ways through to a 
child’s mind and imagination. Rhythm 
is central to this. Its music is so pow¬ 
erful that it can excite not just the emo¬ 
tions but also the intellect, leading 
children to an understanding of vocab¬ 
ularies beyond their notional range.” 

The techniques used to create The 
Magic Makers include the use of 
BRUSHO, a form of transparent wa¬ 
tercolour, and crayons.

While 
Fitzgerald appeared in movies and as a guest on 
popular television shows in the second half of 
the twentieth century, her musical collaborations 
with Louis Armstrong, Duke Ellington, and The 
Ink Spots were some of her most notable acts 
outside of her solo career. 

Maggie Reeday is one of the country's finest 
vocalists, and has worked in both television and 
radio over the years, also with some of the great¬ 
est international jazz musicians. 

Maggie's has an engaging style with the audi¬ 
ence,and a wonderful sense of fun. She started 
her career as a vocalist with a local Exeter band 
and subsequently toured USA army bases in Ger¬

Will Kaufman brings his'live documentary'on Woodie Guthrie to Bridport 


WILL KAUFMAN will be bringing his captivating 
show Woody Guthrie: Hard Times & Hard Travelin' to 
Bridport Arts Centre on Saturday, October 8th. Kauf¬ 
man describes the show as a "live documentary" 
performing and elaborating on the songs of Woody 
Guthrie and their context of the American 1930s 
and the state of popular music itself. 

Woody Guthrie - the American folk singer and 
champion of the working class who famously in¬ 
spired Bob Dylan - is a fascinating subject for a 
show. The songs are great, "This Land Is Your Land" 
is even considered the US'second national anthem, 
but the stories behind them and his life are equally 
captivating. Kaufman performs the songs with great 
panache, playing the guitar, banjo and violin with 
enviable skill. Such hard-hitting Guthrie songs as 
"Vigilante Man", "Pretty Boy Floyd" and "I Ain't Got 
No Home" are brought into conversation with other 
relevant songs - from Joe Hill's "The Preacher and 
the Slave" to "Brother, Can You Spare a Dime?". 
Altogether the show highlights the blending of 
music and radical politics that marks Guthrie's 
most powerful work. 

Will Kaufman, as well as being a singer and 
multi-instrumentalist is a Professor of American 
Literature and Culture at the University of Cen¬ 
tral Lancashire in Preston, England. He has given 
his Woody Guthrie presentations at such major 
events as the Glastonbury Festival, the Bath In¬ 
ternational Music Festival, the Whitby Folk Fes¬ 
tival, the Big Session, and the Piacenza Literature 
and Blues Festival in Italy. He has also performed 


at countless European and American universities, 
folk clubs and union halls. Will has written a number 
of books on American culture and in 2008 Will was 
awarded his first Woody Guthrie Research Fellow¬ 
ship from the Broadcast Music Industry Foundation, 
which enabled him to write the first political biog¬ 
raphy of Guthrie, Woody Guthrie, American Radical 
(Illinois, 2011). He won his second BMI-Woody 
Guthrie Fellowship in 2014 and his is currently at 
work on a second book, Woody Guthrie's Modern 
World Blues.

JEREMY SMITH, who is a Partner at 
Symonds & Sampson's award winning 
Beaminster office, is well known for sell¬ 
ing lots of property, but has equally fea¬ 
tured in local and national press with 
regard to his fishing exploits! 

This year has been something of a 
golden year for Jeremy as not only has 
he caught his first double figure brown 
trout but also caught personal best 
Carp, Tarpon, Permit and Amberjack! 
However, recently Jeremy's year got 
even better as he explained. 'Whilst I 
have caught lots of big trout over the 
years, my personal best rainbow trout 
was set way back in 1995 at Tolpuddle 
lakes where I believe it is still the fishery 
record. Having caught a huge 171b 1 oz 
brown trout early this year, my goal was 
very much to break my current rainbow 
trout record of 151b lOoz. I had heard 
through the fishing grape vine that 



Blakewell fishery in Barnstaple was pro¬ 
ducing some large trout, so decided to 
pop down there for a morning session 
recently. There were quite a few anglers 
on the lake, however, they were what 
we call 'casting blind'where I prefer to 
stalk individual fish. I spent the first 
hour looking around the lake, then I fi¬ 
nally spotted a large rainbow trout sit¬ 
ting close to the bank. After a few casts 
I was able to tempt it ending in a new 
personal best of 161b 7oz! 

Having had photographs taken I still 
had a few fish to catch on my limit, so I 
went back to have another look around 
and after a further forty-five minutes I 
spotted a very good size fish hiding 
under a tree. This fish proved very diffi¬ 
cult to tempt, but after an hour of pa¬ 
tience I was able to persuade the fish to 
take my goldhead damselfly. Following 
a further 10-12 minute fight another 
very large rainbow trout was on the 
bank, and I wondered if it would beat 
the previous best, set earlier that day. 
To my amazement the scales went 
down to 181b 2oz, so having waited 
twenty years to beat my personal best 
trout I had beaten it twice in the same 
day! 

It was a wonderful day for me and I 
trust your readers will be interested in 
these two catches. 


5 TIPS FOR 
WINDOW PRIVACY 


By Julia Gray, Press Association 


1. It can be fiddly and frustrating to fit, but 
frosted window film gives a smart, contempo¬ 
rary finish both inside and out. The effect is the 
same in daylight and at night when the light's 
on in a room, giving you total privacy.The main 
disadvantage is that you can't see through the 
film, so while people outside can't see in, you 
can't see out either. Frosted film works well on 
sash windows when confined to the lower win¬ 
dow, but if you don't have sashes, you can just 
frost the lower part of the glass. Another option 
is having a design, such as rows of cut-out cir¬ 
cles or squares, incorporated into the film, 
which makes it more interesting and allows you 
to see out (and people outside to see in) a little. 
However, patterned film is more expensive and 
harder to fit than plain. 

2. Blinds are another popular solution to pri¬ 
vacy problems. Although quite costly, bottom- 
up blinds are ideal. These are roller blinds that 


go up from the window sill, rather than down 
from the top of the window, so you can cover 
as much of the glass as you want. Go for a 
sheer fabric and you'll be able to see out, but 
people outside won't be able to see in - unless 
the light's on. 



3. Standard roller blinds are often a cheaper 
option, but even a fairly see-through white or 
cream fabric will cut out light if you have the 
blinds down during the day. However, this 
may not matter in a really light and sunny 
room, and may even make the room more 
pleasant to be in when it's hot and sunny. 

4. Venetian blinds provide privacy during the 
day (as long as the slats are angled the right 


way) and at night (as long as the slats are 
closed), although they do cut out some day¬ 
light. If you have small children, consider fit¬ 
ting Swish Cordless Metal Venetian Blinds 
(from £25 for Silver, John Lewis), which are 
safer because they don't have dangling cords, 
and give the window an uncluttered look. 

5. Slatted shutters are similar to Venetian 
blinds and although they're usually expensive, 
have become popular in recent years. Shutters 
are fitted to the window and so block out 
more light than blinds when the slats are 
closed (if the shutters cover the whole win¬ 
dow). They also let in less light when the slats 
are open because they have frames around 
them, but they do look great. Shutters come 
in different colours, materials, styles and sizes, 
so you can customise them to your taste and 
home - and they should add value.

Avant-garde, functional interior 
"Generation EQ" comes with four indi¬ 
vidual seats.The reduced volume, impres¬ 


sion of floating in space and avant-garde 
seat upholstery layout make for a visual 
lightness. A tailored sound experience is 
provided by speakers integrated into the 
head restraints. The side bolsters are cov¬ 
ered in light-white leather, while perfora¬ 
tions with a pixel rain look reveal a view of 
particles in rose gold. Stitching with a PCB 
look on the deep-brown centre sections 
produces an exciting contrast. TFT moni¬ 
tors for rear-seat entertainment are inte¬ 
grated into the front backrests.

HAVING already set the tone as a 
paragon of Vorsprung durch Technik 
and a long-standing best seller, the Audi 
Q5 is to be replaced by an all-new suc¬ 
cessor that is set to make its world 
debut at the Paris Motor Show. Its 
ground-up rework brings with it an in¬ 
tense focus on connectivity, driver assis¬ 
tance, aeroacoustics and driving 
dynamics.True to form, it sets new stan¬ 
dards in its segment and steps up the 
game yet again. 

"The first Audi Q5 was for many 
years the world's best-selling SUV in its 
class.

A distinctively curved and strongly un¬ 
dercut shoulder line gives structure to 
the side view. The strongly emphasised 
wheel arches are a reference to the 
quattro permanent all-wheel drive sys¬ 
tem, and the low greenhouse tapers 
back down early. Just as at the front, 
horizontal lines at the rear convey an 
image of width and presence.

The Bang & Olufsen 
Sound System with innovative 3D 
sound introduces the spatial dimension 
of height. The Audi tablet, which is also 
new, serves as a flexible Rear Seat Enter¬ 
tainment device. The Audi smartphone 
interface also brings Apple CarPlay and 
Android Auto into the new Q5. 

Powerful and efficient: TDI and 
TFSI engines 

The new Audi Q5 is launching in the 
UK with a powerful 2.0 TDI engine pro¬ 


ducing 190PS. Fuel consumption for 
this model has been significantly re¬ 
duced. Soon after the launch a 2.0 TFSI 
engine will also be available.The further 
developed 2.0 TFSI has an output of 
252PS, yet it returns up to 41.5mpg 
combined, which equates to 154 grams 
C02 per km. The also intensively revised 
3.0TDI, coming at a later date, increases 
output to 286PS with 620Nm (457.3 lb 
ft) of torque. 

Resolving contradictions: the chassis 

The new Audi Q5 enables handling 
that combines very different strengths 
- it is sporty while being extremely 
comfortable. Creating the basis for this 
are the newly developed five-link sus¬ 


pensions and also the new electrome¬ 
chanical power steering system. Dy¬ 
namic steering is available as an option; 
it varies its gear ratio according to the 
driving speed and steering angle. 

Customers can choose from two exten¬ 
sion stages of springs and damping. The 
chassis with damper control offers a very 
wide spread between comfort and dy¬ 
namics, which the driver can select via 
Audi drive select. In addition to adjusting 
damper control, the new adaptive air 
suspension can be used to vary the ride 
height of the car body over five stages. 

In the standard system, Audi drive se¬

Wild seas test rowers at season finale 


L YME Regis Gig Club men’s di¬ 
vision took part on the Cornwall 
County Championships last 
weekend. 

High winds and rough seas were the 
theme of the weekend of gig racing in 
one of the most prestigious champi¬ 
onships on the go racing circuit. 

The Cornwall County Championship 
is the oldest gig racing competition and 
dates back to 1970 when just a few 
local Cornish crews took part. 

This year the two-day event saw 
nearly 80 crews taking part in the 
men’s event alone. 

Unlike most other regattas, in the 
Newquay event crews are randomly al¬ 
lotted boats, so crews are never quite 
sure what the boat will be set up like, 
adding further to the challenge. 

In round one, crews are split into 
heats of 6 boats. Lyme entered three 
men’s crews, with B crew taking to the 
seas first in heat one. 

A solid row with stiff competition 
saw the crew come in 5th, not enough 


to make it to round two, but with an 
overall position of 66th and the 4th best 
C crew overall. 

Next up were Lyme’s A crew, drawn 
in heat two. They led from the start and 
were able to ease off to come home in 
1st position and through to round two. 

The B crew had to wait until heat 12 
later in the morning. 

They battled well finishing 4th in 
their heat and with a fast enough time 
to comfortably make it to round two. 

The afternoon’s round two was made 
up of eight heats, with Lyme’s A and B 
crew drawn in the same heat, which 
meant a shuffle of coxswains. With 
Chris Walters and David Clayton step¬ 
ping into the driving seats, the crews 
lined up along with five other crews on 
the start line. 

Strong winds and heavy seas pushed 
some boats back as the start was called 
which left both Lyme’s crews at the 
back of the field. 

The A crew gradually drew through 
the group but could not catch leaders 


Bristol and came home in 2nd place. 
The B crew battled hard for a 6th place 
finish. This meant the A crew had made 
it through to day two of the event, with 
the B crew finishing 36th. 

Sunday’s racing saw no let-up in the 
conditions, with winds turning west¬ 
erly resulting in even rougher water. 
Lyme were drawn in heat four along¬ 
side Lalmouth (World Champions), the 
formidable Caradon and also 
Newquay, Coverack, Cotehele Quay 
and Padstow. 

Rowing in “Lannvorek” initially they 
held their own with Caradon alongside 
but a technical fault with the foot hold¬ 
ers saw them drop to 4th. 

Then, as they took the first buoy turn, 
they were taken on the inside by both 
Coverack and Newquay crews. 

They continued to battle hard know¬ 
ing they could still qualify for the next 
round on time, but despite keeping 
close with the crews ahead they came 
in 5th place, 14 seconds from making 
it through to the semi-final. 


Their final positon of 17th saw both 
the A and B crews improve on last 
year’s results. 

This is an admirable achievement in 
a sport where the bar is set consider¬ 
ably higher each year with crews be¬ 
coming fitter, more professional and 
technically better - a long way from 
those early days in the 1970s! 

Linal winners were Lalmouth, fol¬ 
lowed by Caradon (2nd), Looe (3rd) 
and Caradon B (4th). 

Although there are a few minor races 
yet to come, the Newquay races mark 
the traditional end of the competitive 
season, with rowers taking a well de¬ 
served rest before starting the long 
winter build up towards racing in 2017. 

Next month there will be a full report 
on the club’s endeavours over the 
course of the season.

Bees boost ranks with Mann! 


BRIDPORT FC have signed Elliot Mann from Sher¬ 
borne Town as manager Adam Fricker look to 
kick start the Bees' season. 

The former Chard boss announced that he was 
looking to add new faces to his squad following 
the 5-0 trouncing by Chipping Sodbury that 
leaves them fourth bottom in the Toolstation 
Western League Premier Division with just seven 
points from 11 games. They were also dumped 
out of the FA Cup and Vase at the first hurdle. 

Mann is believed to be the first of at least three 
new faces set to join the club in the next few 
days. 

The 19-year-old signed after the club's training 
session last Thursday is likely to make his debut 
on Saturday when the Bees travel to Hallen. 

Mann will help boost the lack of top level West¬ 
ern League experience in the team as well as fire¬ 
power, having scored 13 times in 37 appearances 
for the Zebras last term. 

Assistant manager Jason Behan said:"Elliot is a 
tidy player who can score goals, and will be a

very useful addition." 

Talking about the difficult start he said: "Be¬ 
cause we have had lots of niggling injuries and 
unavailability it has been difficult period, and 
several of the Chard lads that have joined us have 
had to step up a league. It's unfortunate because 
they could benefit from bedding in a bit longer." 

Impressed by the number of young players 
coming through the ranks, Behan said it was not 
the best time to introduce them. 

"The club have a really good crop coming 
through, but it's difficult to bring young players 
into a side which is at present struggling results 
wise. 

"I also think we have had a very difficult start to 
the campaign, playing a lot of the better sides, 
and sometimes not getting the breaks. 

He also admitted he and Fricker were both on 


a learning curve:"Adam and I are also at a bit of a 
disadvantage in that we have no experience of 
the sides in this league, so we don't have any his¬ 
tory on how they set up." 

He is however encouraged by the return of 
Ryan Hayter who successfully came through Sat¬ 
urday's reserve match. 

"Ryan's return to fitness is a huge boost. His ex¬ 
perience and leadership has been missed and we 
hope that he will help us get back on track. 

"We have got quite a few nice footballers, but 
we don't have much physicality and the presence 
of Ryan and Louis Rutter will help that." 

Apart from George Chlopecki who has had a re¬ 
occurrence of the knee injury that kept him out 
for much of last season, Behan is hopeful that 
they will have a full squad to pick from this week¬ 
end. 

Midfielder Andy Martin who dislocated his 
shoulder three weeks ago resumed training last 
night, although Behan is unsure whether he will 
be fit to start.
